Do You Know Who Otvns Alaska? 

As an Alaskan, did )'QU laio-** that YOU own the oil, gas. coal, gold and other mineral wealth in 
Alaska? Most Alaskans cither do not know or have forgotten that our State is unique. Alaska is the 
ONLY State that has placed ownership of its mineral wealth in the hands of the people of the 
State — otu wealth can not be owned by any one individual or corporation. We arc not "paid to live 
here" as our PFD is often mistaken!)- explained. We ate paid a dividend on the development of our 
resources. Let me share with you 6ve very important ramifications we must embrace: 

First: Alaskans are uniquely an "Owner" State. Since we are all owners, we must 
respect each other and develop our resources TODAY in order to provide maximum job 
opportunities for our people and allow our children the promise of jobs TOMORROW. 
Unfortunately, it seems some people in the State are intent on limiting opportunity and 
advancement for others and are trying to shut down the opportunity to develop the 
resources that will permit us to pay our own way well into the future, as a responsible 
State should and soon must. 

Second: Because we are the owners, we can not succumb to powerful parties who 
would try to intimidate us with the idea that they will no longer cooperate In the 
development of our resources. I'm no lawyer, but that threat sounds shaky. Former 
Governor Walter J. Hickel wrote in the April 15, 2007 Anchorage Daily News, "(In) the 
1984 Amerada Hess case that pitted the state against the producers(,) Judge Walter 
Carpeneti ruled that the "covenant to market" means that when a project involving the 
state's resources is 'reasonably profitable, measured on its own merit,' the producers 
have a duty to participate." In other words, we've been down this road before and we 
must NOT forget that our position as OWNERS means we bargain from strength not 
inability. 

Third-. We have both the ability to move forward in the development of our resources, and we have 
the responsibility to do so. How often are we going to fail to do what's necessary unless wc End 
someone else to pay for our development? For example, it seems wc won't build a load any more 
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unless the Feds fund it, Are we going to drag out feet on the gastine unless [he Producers do it? Have we forgotten that in the lite 1960s out 
State leaders argued for Prudhoe Bay by being willing to produce the oil, with or without the Producers? Big Oil knew then we had the ability 
and knew that it was our tight. To perhaps oversimplify the argument, it's time for us, THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF ALASKA, and our 
leaders, to step forward with the will to bring to market our resources. The Producers have already stated that we are in a 
window of opportunity and they don't want to lose this profitable opportunity. Not unexpectedly, they will do everything in 
their power, during the negotiating period, to maximize every last hit of profit for themselves. And we, too, must responsibly 
move forward, without unnecessary delay, because the gasline Is a project that will create good paying jobs for many of our 
people, and if done right — to include petrochemical production within our State, perhaps even right here in North Pole— natural 
gas becomes a legacy project that will positively Impact our economy for our children's children! Development of our resources 
is not just a natural gas and oil issue, it also applies to all the vast mineral wealth throughout our State. 

Fourth: The Alaska Statehood Act passed by Congress In 195S gave 103 million acres, including the sub-surface rights to the 
people of the State of Alaska (approximately the same size as California). But what defines, "the people of the State?" There are 
quite a few people who reside in Alaska who do not have the success of Slate of Alaska in mind, I call these people, 
"transients." Sometimes they are transient by design, in order to stop the efforts of true Alaskans from developing a rigorous 
and self-sustaining economy; and sometimes they are accidental, just "doing time" until they can get back Outside. Personally, I 
don't consider a transient an Alaskan at all. Just because someone is able to collect a PFD check, doesn't really mean they have 
become an Alaskan at heart. There's no legal test that can be applied, just practical ones. For example, when asked about your 
State, if you respond with everything about the State from which you've come, you're NOT Alaskanl However, if you can see 
yourself as a vital and constructive part of the success of this State, no matter how small or how big a role you have In the 
effort, you are an Alaskan. Notice, the test is not in whether you or I succeed In what we want To accomplish in this State, but 
whether or not we can put our individual accomplishment second to the success of the enterprise, the State of Alaska. Don't 
get me wrong, we need to personally succeed in order to support ourselves and our families and !o accomplish the greater good, 
but do we put our self motivated interests above the greater good? [You and I know people who say, "My success IS the greater 
good!") It all boils down to us working to better the present and future generations' ability to live and work In Alaska as we and 
the)' choose. Then there are no small roles; just limits to our imagination and our courage. 

Finally: If you want your Permanent Fund Dividend check to really grow, imitate the corporate shareholder in a Wall Street 
company and DEMAND MAXIMUM, RESPONSIBLE DEVELOPMENT AND RETURN for the leases of your 
resources. Let your voice be heard with the ''Board of Directors," i.e., the legislature and the Congress, and even affected 
parties like the Producers who have taken out the leases. Tell them, let's fund It! Let's get it done! Let's move forward! What 
about the Governor? She gets It. From, what I can tell, AGIA is all about being an owner. Let's support her. 

For our State — the State of Alaska— to succeed, every generation must have leadership that makes **ise and hard decisions. It's rime for you 
and me to step forward.

Fairbanksan to fill vacant regents seat

JUNEAU — A Fairbanksan will fill the University of Alaska Board of Regents seat vacated 
by Jim Hayes, according to a spokeswoman for Gov. Sarah Palin. 



Meghan Stapleton, ' the spokeswoman, said Monday the governor had chosen a resident of 
Fairbanks to replace Hayes, who resigned last week. Palin will announce her appointment 
Thursday in Fairbanks at a Rotary International luncheon, where she was previously 
scheduled to speak, Stapleton said. 



Hayes, a former Fairbanks mayor, resigned Friday under pressure from the governor and 
lawmakers and following a federal indictment on charges of fraud unrelated to his service 
on the board of regents. 



Local lawmakers have expressed concern about Fairbanks' representation on the board, which 
is responsible for governing the statewide university system, and encouraged Palin to fill 
the seat with someone from Fairbanks.

I needed to talk with the 
contracting officers and review the Invitation to Bid in addition to the correspondence 
surrounding this contract. 



Royal Business Systems (EES) bid on a statewide copier contract (issued September 15, 2006 
- Prebid conference was Oct. 6, 2006, and bids had to be submitted by Dec. 20, 2006). 

RBS has done work on some State copiers in the Valley prior to this bid, but as I 
understand it, they were seeking to increase their business through successful bidding on 
this contract. 



Here is a brief summary of our award of copier contracts in the Mat-Su Valley: 



On January 16, 2007, we issued a Notice of Intent for the statewide copier 
contract. Royal Business Systems was named as having six copiers in the Mat-Su Valley that 
were susceptible for award. However, their bid did not include the required evidence that 
their local service technician had manufacturer authorization or certification to service 
their" copiers. 
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On January 26, 2007, Valley Business Machines protested Royal's service 
technician qualifications. After multiple requests. Royal provided enough supplemental 
information that we initially determined their service technician met the ITB requirements 
and denied Valley's protest. 



On March 12, 2007, Valley submitted an appeal which continued to challenge 
the qualifications of Royal's service technician. 



On March 13, 2007, we requested that Royal have their manufacturers each 
provide a letter or email that clearly certified that their service technician is trained 
and authorized to provide service and maintenance on machines in the Mat-Su valley. They 
were given until March 20, 2007 to provide the evidence. 



On March 21, 2007, after not receiving any additional information from 
Royal, we determined them non- responsive for the Mat-Su Valley. 



On March 27, 2007, Royal protested our non- responsive determination and 
argued that we should not have required more information but provided no additional 
evidence . 



On March 29, 2007, we denied their protest. Royal did not appeal and we are 
proceeding to award. Valley Business Machines did provide the certifications of its 
technicians . 



This situation revealed to the State Procurement Officer that the State needs to be more 
vigilant in ensuring that technicians for these contracts are certified to work, on the 
machines bid. The State erred in its initial qualification of RBS , and had an opportunity 
to revisit that only because of the complaint by Valley Business Machines. The State is 
bound to respond when someone protests a bid. Aa you can imagine, sometimes the complaint 
is valid and sometimes not. In this case, it's hard to understand why RBS did not timely 
respond with its service technician's credentials, when the contract was on the line. 
Because it did not, it will be out of game on this contract. The contract has one-year 
extensions, and there will be another opportunity for RBS to correct the problems that it 
encountered on this contract. We are also committed to make the next contract simpler to 
respond to. 



Governor, I want to be sure you're also aware of this background, although it doesn't bear 
on whether RBS ' technicians are certified or not: 
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A year ago, Mr. David Eibeck, owner of Royal Business Systems,

would also apply to the upcoming solicitation that will result in new statewide copier 
contracts" . 



I hope this helps you evaluate the criticism that the State acted to "favor" someone else 
in this invitation to bid. It is my opinion in the face of all of the evidence I have 
seen, that that assertion is not true.

The Lt. Governor and a moment of opportunity 
By Andrew Halcro 

It was a question that was whispered quietly during the first few weeks of AGIA 
testimony. During the last few weeks of AGIA testimony, the question has been raised 
publicly. Where is the voice of Lt Governor Sean Pamell? 

From talk show hosts to legislators to journalists, PameU's noticeable absence during the 
debate over AGIA has many wondering why. After all, as one local columnist mote 
rhetorically, wasn't he considered the brains of the organization when it came to oil & 
gas. 

At least that was the hope. And for awhile hope was plentiful. 

On day one of Governor Sarah Palin's administration, Pamell was a high profile in meet 
and greets with the oil & gas industry concerning the construction of an Alaska Natural 
Gas Pipeline. For pipeline advocates this was a reassuring sign, as Pamell with his calm, 
cool operating style and his history as a respected legislator, was considered the greatest 
hope to provide a counterbalance in an incoming administration known to be openly 
hostile towards the oil & gas industry. 

After the election, Pamell was instantly embraced by given a key role in handling budget 
matters during the transition. He became Governor Palin's wingman on fiscal issue for 
press conferences and talk show appearances. 

Whenever the Governor was asked a question of any magnitude about state finances, 
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she'd step back almost on cue and Pamell's voice instantly filled the void. His previous 
experience of serving eight years in the legislature, including two years as the powerful Senate 
Finance Co-Chair, gave him the street credibility to talk about Alaska's fiscal outlook. However, 
as soon as the budget was handed off to the legislature, he disappeared. 

Two weeks ago before I a meeting with the Governor's gas line team, Pamell made his position 
known. I've heard people ask where I am and I'll tell you I'm behind the Governor and AGIA, he 
said. During the last two weeks, Parnell has become more of a visible pitchman for AGIA. 
He penned an Op/Ed entitled "Turn the Private Sector Loose", which has been published in local 
newspapers. Yesterday at a press conference, he offered his first public quote on AGIA saying, 
"These producers treat the legislative process as a negotiation". But when you hear his voice and 
read his words, someone has to ask, does he really believe in AGIA. 

During his term in Juneau, Parnell was a key legislator who participated in crafting the Stranded 
Gas Act as well as the development agreement terms that made the Northstar field a reality. 
Ironically, both deals recognized the need for give and take to encourage development, 
something that AGIA lacks. 

He was always a small government guy whose belief rested in the fact that government didn't 
know best. During his final two years as a State Senator was the driving force behind adopting 
missions and measures for state government so the legislature could more accurately analyze the 
bang they were getting for their buck. 

During a particularly tough budget year in 1 999 when criticism was mounting that Alaska wasn't 
doing enough to invest in necessary services, he offered up a moving response. In a speech that 
was dubbed "Rachel's Hands" Pamell argued tough decisions had to be made because he wanted 
to protect his daughter by not saddling her with a government she couldn't pay for when she 
grew up. 

Since that speech, oil production has declined over 40% and the cost of state government has 
almost doubled due to higher operating costs and changing demographics. By all accounts, the 
sense of urgency for Alaska to get a pipeline -deal is now and that's what makes Pamell's 
unequivocal support for AGIA so confusing. 

In his recent Op/Ed, he promotes AGIA by advocating the benefits of a new approach. However, 
I couldn't get past the first paragraph with a straight face. Parnell opens his opinion piece by 
writing, "It astonishes me that Alaska's political pundits think it is up to the state to get a gasline. 
Government doesn't make private sector projects happen, the private sector does". 
However, if you truly believe the private sector makes projects happen, then AGIA ought to 
scare the hell out of you. As it is designed today, AGIA represents government - not the private 
sector- establishing a list of unrealistic demands with the threat of take it or will try and make 
you take it anyway. 

After all, if you really believe the private sector makes projects happen, you recognize the fact 
that the private sector does so only after evaluating all relevant financial and legal risks. If you 
believe the private sector drives development, you recognize that the more complex and riskier 
the project, the more need for flexibility and stability, not less. If you believe the private sector 
that makes projects happen, you understand that government bureaucrats are the last people that 
should be forcing poorly thought out development terms down the throat of the private sector. 
However AGIA violates all of the fundamental premises that Pamell argues for in his Op/Ed 
piece and certainly contradicts his legislative and personal history. In the legislature as a 
respected leader, he recognized the need for diplomacy and negotiations to create partnerships 
with the private sector. And as a former small business owner, Parnell understands the risks 
associated with opening your doors for business every day. 

In the last few days, with both AGIA bills in the House and Senate Finance Committees, the 
testimony has become more and more direct. All major producers have said without some basic 
changes to AGIA they will not offer a bid. Yesterday, Enbridge Pipeline Company repeated 
what it has consistently said since day one; no producers - no pipeline. Ironically, the changes 
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the private sector is advocating for would recognize Parnell's argument he attempted to make in 
his Op/Ed piece; the private sector, not government will make a pipeline happen. 
Maybe Pamell's AGIA contradiction has to do with being a team player. Maybe it has to do with 
political expediency or maybe he is a true believer in AGIA. In any case, if AGIA is actually 
going to work, it needs changes. 

Without some changes, Alaska could choose a partner who has no gas, no credit and no way to 
finance the project. To add insult to injury, according to the terms of AGIA, Alaska could be 
stuck with this same non preforming partner for up to 11 years as well be liable for almost a 
billion dollars in penalties if we want to get out of the deal. 

Lt. Governor Parnell, you have a chance to be a hero and protect the hands of every Alaskan, 
young and old alike.

Royal Business Systems (RBS) bid on a statewide copier contract (issued September 15, 2006 
~ Prebid conference was Oct. 6, 2006, and bids had to be submitted by Dec. 20, 2006). 



RBS has done work on some State copiers in the Valley prior to this bid, but as I 
understand it, they were seeking to increase their business through successful bidding 
this contract . 



Governor: 
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Here is a brief summary of our award of copier contracts in the Mat-Su Valley: 



On January 16, 2007, we issued a Notice of Intent for the statewide copier 
contract. Royal Business Systems was named as having six copiers in the Mat-Su Valley that 
were susceptible for award. However, their bid did not include the required evidence that 
their local service technician had manufacturer authorization or certification to service 
their copiers . 



On January 26, 2007, Valley Business Machines protested Royal's service 
technician qualifications. After multiple requests, Royal provided enough supplemental 
information that we initially determined their service technician met the 1TB requirements 
and denied Valley's protest. 



On March 12, 2007, Valley submitted an appeal which continued to challenge 
the qualifications of Royal's service technician. 



On March 13, 2007, we requested that Royal have their manufacturers each 
provide a letter or email that clearly certified that their service technician is trained 
and authorized to provide service and maintenance on machines in the Mat-Su valley. They 
were given until March 20, 2007 to provide the evidence. 



On March 21, 2007, after not receiving any additional information from 
Royal, we determined them non-responsive for the Mat-Su Valley. 



On March 27, 2007, Royal protested our non-responsive determination and 
argued that we should not have required more information but provided no additional 
evidence . 



On March 29, 2007, we denied their protest. Royal did not appeal and we are 
proceeding to award. Valley Business Machines did provide the certifications of its 
technicians . 



This situation revealed to the State Procurement Officer that the State needs to be more 
vigilant in ensuring that technicians for these contracts are certified to work on the 
machines bid. The State erred in its initial qualification of RBS, and had an opportunity 
to revisit that only because of the complaint by Valley Business Machines. The State is 
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bound to respond when someone protests a bid. As you can imagine, sometimes the complaint 
is valid and sometimes not. In this case, it's hard to understand why RBS did not timely 
respond with its service technician's credentials, when the contract was on the line 
Because it did not, it will be out of game on this contract. The contract has one-year 
extensions, and there will be another opportunity for RBS to correct the problems that it 
encountered on this contract. We are also committed to make the next contract simoler to 
respond to. *

AGIA Team Discusses Must-Haves & Introduces Consultants 

Releases White Paper 
Prepares for Producer Media Blitz 



May 3, 2007, Juneau, Alaska - Members of the State's AGIA team held a press conference 
today to discuss AGIA's must-haves and Introduce natural gas pipeline experts who serve as 
consultants to the State of Alaska. 

"Nothing in AGIA or the process of AGIA prevents the producers from developing gas this 
very second," said Governor Sarah Palin, who Is traveling today. "They are not. After 30 
years, at today's projected gas prices, Alaskans deserve to have reasonable demands. The 
days of low expectations are gone." 

"The state's must-haves either protect Alaska's financial future, or Alaskans gas needs, or 
are procedural In nature," said Department of Natural Resources Deputy Commissioner 
Marty Rutherford. "We know the producers are saying 'Don't use must-haves, let us tell you 
what you need.' To this day, we don't know which must-haves bother the producers. In all 
of our individual meetings with them and throughout public testimony, we have never been 
given the specifics of what they don't like - is it the jobs for Alaskans, gas for Alaskans, 
pipeline expansion opportunities?" 

The twenty must-haves stated within AGIA fall within one of three categories: 
Protecting Alaska's Interests, Meeting the Needs of Alaskans, and Procedural. For the 
breakdown, please see the attachment entitled: AGIA Application Requirements. 

Four natural gas pipeline experts and consultants to the State of Alaska are In Juneau 
answering legislator questions and providing testimony. They bring years of experience In 
the natural gas pipeline business. The experts helped the AGIA team with their expertise 
when AGIA was first put together and they continue to help the team to ensure that the 
process is commercially reasonable. 

"We have experts with us, with decades of experience In the natural gas industry in all of 
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North America, In particular with developments in the last 15 years where sharing the risk among 
different participants is commonplace," said Department of Revenue Commissioner Patrick Galvln. 
"Producers won't acknowledge or discuss these risk-sharing agreements, even though they are a 
party to many of them. These natural gas pipeline experts were hired to tell us how the real world 
really does work." 

The experts are: Donald Shepler, Ken Minesinger, Scott Hobbs, and Bill Sparger. Biographical 
information follows: 

Donald Shepler has approximately 30 years of experience in the natural gas pipeline Industry as 
regulatory counsel for interstate gas pipelines. He was also counsel for the Legislative Budget and 
Audit Committee when that committee submitted comments and testimony to the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission. That work helped the State win some significant provisions in Order 2005, 

Ken Minesinger has advised various natural gas pipeline companies and other clients before the 
FERC. He also is a past Chairman of the Antitrust Committee of the Energy Bar Association. Along 
with Mr. Shepler, he advised the Legislative Budget and Audit Committee and authored two papers 
addressing the competitive problems associated with a producer-owned Alaska pipeline. He can 
speak directly to how AGIA helps solve many of those problems. 

Scott Hobbs has 30 years of natural gas Industry experience. Over the past six years, he has 
advised Investment bankers, private equity firms, and other Investors evaluating major projects, 
acquisitions, and divestitures Involving oil and gas pipelines, processing plants, power plants, and 
gas distribution assets. Prior to that, he spent 24 years In the gas pipeline industry, Including eight 
years as the Chief Operating Officer of a major pipeline company in the Rocky Mountain region. 

Bill Sparger has more than 35 years experience in project management, design and construction of 
natural gas pipelines, compressor stations, and gas processing facilities. Most recently, he worked 
for Entrega Gas Pipeline Company on a large diameter natural gas pipeline project. He also 
provided initial project management oversight for a proposed 1300 mile 42" pipeline from the 
Cheyenne Hub to eastern Ohio. That project is moving forward today with BP and ConocoPhilllps 
participation. 

Additionally today, the AGIA team released its "White Paper on AGIA," which lays "out seven 
popular claims / concerns raised by the producers. The state's AGIA team responds to each one In 
the document, which is attached to this press release. 

With less than two weeks left in the session, the producers have purchased a media blitz attacking 
AGIA over the remaining days. The AGIA team will stand strong and committed to protecting the 
state's best interests and those of Alaskans, 

"While we appreciate the heads-up on the coming media blitz, It Is disappointing to me that the ■ 
producers always resort to the same media campaigns time and time again," said Governor Sarah 
Pailn. "They will spend hundreds of thousands of dollars trying to convince Alaskans they don't 
need jobs or gas - that the producers don't need to give a timeline to the state. The bottom line Is 
that Alaskans own the gas. I am confident Alaskans will see through the expensive media 
campaign."

In 1863, 
Abraham Lincoln established a proclamation for a day of "humiliation, fasting, 
and prayer." A joint resolution by Congress, signed by President Truman in 1952, 
declared an annual, national day of prayer. And in 1988, President Ronald Reagan 
set aside the first Thursday in May as the National Day of Prayer. 

Following the devastating event the United States experienced on September 11, 
2001, President Bush reminded us that the Congress, through Public Law 1 00- 
307, called on citizens to reaffirm the role of prayer in our society and to honor 
the religious diversity our freedom permits by recognizing this day annually.

On Thursday, Pat Galvin, the state's revenue commissioner, said the administration won't 
back down. 



"The producers' message has been clear pretty much from the first week," Galvin said. 
"They say, 'let's go back to the negotiating table. The state doesn't need to bring in 
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competition, just come in to talk to us alone. 



"AGlA's message is clear: to set up competition by providing inducements and to establish 
what the state's bottom line requirements are to be eligible for those inducements. The 
producers have clearly turned up the volume . . . they don't like the (requirements)." 



Meanwhile, the appearance of Dickinson, the former Murkowski consultant, before two 
committees reviewing the bill was controversial in itself for his role in backing 
Murkowski ' s proposed deal with the producers . 



The Legislative Budget and Audit Committee, which is comprised of state senators and 
representatives, hired Dickinson. The committee has routinely hired consultants to examine 
a governor's gas line proposals. 



Committee Chairman Rep. Ralph Samuels, R~Anchorage, said he understood the criticism that 
could come with hiring Dickinson.

"What it did was show there is lots of ways to figure the value," Chenault said. "He put 
more information out there and more information helps the process.

Dickinson said the current administration's oil and gas economist, Antony Scott, failed to 
consider a producer's financial commitment for shipping the gas in the pipeline. This cost 
is called firm transportation commitment, or an FT, a term heard regularly in gas line 
hearings . 



Dickinson told the House and Senate finance committees how Scott's analysis potentially 
inflates the financial benefits to the companies while the administration touts Palin's 
Alaska Gasline Inducement Act to lawmakers. 



"(Projects) need to be valued properly," Dickinson said. "When you see extraordinarily 
high rates of return being suggested for this project, it may be because the cost of FT 
commitments are not being properly evaluated. What I'm challenging are numbers that 
suggest that it is wildly profitable." 
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Scott examined, the potential value on a $20 billion pipeline project that goes from the 
North Slope to Alberta, Canada. He examined returns for producers as pipeline owners and 
as shippers of gas, and again as just shippers. 



Three measurements of return were the net present value, which is the current value of 
future profits; the rate of return; and a profitability index. Scott said his analysis 
omitted no transportation costs. 



"We can't come up with a situation that generates a return of under 10 percent," Scott 
said in an interview Thursday. "That's a pretty powerful statement." 



Neither Dickinson nor the producers, who shot down Scott's work all week, would present 
their own figures to counter Scott's analysis. 



"I think it's a profitable project. How profitable is certainly arguable, depending on the 
assumptions," said Fred Dyson, K-Eagle River, who serves on the Senate Finance Committee. 
"Everything we've seen has shown a very significant rate of return." 



In the House Finance Committee hearing. Rep. Les Gara, D-Anchorage, wondered why Dickinson 
didn't raaJce these assertions when the Murkowski administration backed a proposed deal with 
the producers that included a financial stake in the pipeline for Alaska. 



"I guess I would have appreciated somebody telling me last year that when we were doing 
the FT commitment, that was a big risk for us too," Gara said.

As we agreed, I spoke with Senator Stevens' staff in the aftermath of our 
internal discussion yesterday concerning subsistence use on the Kenai. 

The staff liked the various elements we discussed - letter to the Secretary, 
further advocacy at the FSB followed by possible litigation, and some sort 
of rider in the appropriations process. The staff will be meeting among 
themselves this afternoon to discuss these options and one other variant - 
prohibiting funding to the FSB until the regulations concerning customary 
trade and closures have been finalized. 

The staff reiterated that the Senator is quite upset about recent FSB 
decisions. Accordingly, they are not prepared as yet to rule out a simple rider 
in the appropriations process that would declare the Kenai Peninsula as non- 
rural for subsistence purposes. 

I should also mention that the Senator has talked previously with Secretary 
Kempthome about the Kenai situation. However, for several reasons, neither 
the staff nor I believe that the Secretary or Deputy Secretary is prepared to 
intervene with the FSB, except perhaps to demand completion of the closure 
and CT regulations that were requested much earlier. 

In this regard, the Deputy Secretary is now reviewing a draft of closure 
regulations submitted to her recently by the FSB. The State's comments on 
earlier drafts have been provided to her. 

When I know more at this end, I'll be back in touch.

Former state legislators Pete Kott and Bruce Weyhrauch have been indicted by a federal grand jury 
on several counts of extortion, bribery, wire fraud and mail fraud. 

Some of the charges involve the Legislature's consideration last year of a petroleum production tax 
proposed by former Gov. Frank Murkowski. Kott, a former House speaker from Eagle River, and 
Weyhrauch, of Juneau, both Republicans, are accused of accepting bribes to push positions favored 
by executives of a company that is not named in the indictment. 

Kott lost his Eagle River seat in the state House in last year's Republican primary. Weyhrauch, an 
attorney, did not seek re-election to his House seat representing Juneau. Both were among the six 
lawmakers whose offices were raided by federal agents last August as part of an investigation into 
corruption. 

Kott is scheduled to be arraigned in Juneau at 1:30 p.m. today.
